The Last Plimpton Mystery. 
BY C. H. C, 


Some months ago I received from a correspondent four sheets of note 
paper, which had embossed in the left upper corner the bust of Frank- 
lin, Washington, Jefferson and J. Adams, respectively ; also, four en- 
velopes having the same busts embossed on the flaps. The busts of 
Jefferson and Adams were not peculiar, but those of -Franklin and 
Washington were found to bear an extraordinary resemblance to those 
used for the current 1 c. and 3c. stamped envelopes of the United 
States ; indeed I could see no difference between them. 

I called the attention of the P.O. Department to the matter in due 
course, Sending specimens of the stationery to the Third Assistant Post 
Master General, and was informed by that official in reply, that an in- 
vestigation of the matter had been made, which showed that the dies 
for embossing the heads referred to were made for a private stationery 
firm, in imitation of the heads used on the Government envelopes. 

This information is sustained by that received from another source, 
but nevertheless I cannot say that it is as satisfactory as I could

desire. Even now I cannot find any positive points of variance between 
the embossed heads of Franklin and Washington on the stationery and 
those on the 1 and 3c. Plimpton dies. Certainly such close imitation 
has never been heard of before. The effort made by the Plimpton Com- 
pany to reproduce the old Reay dies fairly illustrated the practical im- 
possibility of doing much more than approximating previous designs ; 
and yet here is work done for “a private stationery firm’ that cannot 
be recognized from that done for the Government. It will be noticed 
that the dies were made for (not by) the private stationery firm. 

It appears that the paper and envelopes have been in the market for 
some sixteen or eighteen months ; and, although their manufacture has 
been discontinued, they can still be purchased at Springfield, Massach- 
usetts, the place where they were made. 

It is a well known fact that many transfers can be made from any one 
master die, and if we did not have the positive assurance of the Govern- 
ment to the contrary, I should certainly conclude that transfers of the 1 
and 3 c. dies had found their way into the hands of the manufacturers 
of the stationery for the private firm.

The Pullen Auction Sale. 


The fine collection of Mr. Pullen, was disposed of by auction on the 
evening of the eleventh of March, and brought very satisfactory prices. 
The sale commenced at half past seven, at which time there was over 
one hundred and twenty-five gentlemen present; the bidding was very 
spirited from the commencement, and continued soto the end, with 
the exception of short lulls while the common stamps were being dis- 
posed of.

This auction took place at the sales-rooms of Messrs. Leavit, on the 
evening of the 2d of April; but, owing to the sale not being properly 
advertised, or even enough catalogues printed to go one-tenth part 
round, there were but few peisons who were aware of its coming off, 
and few of these appear to have thought it worth attending, as there 
were only nine persons present and only six of these purchased. Our 
publishers only received about 50 catalogues, whica were distributed to 
subscribers near at hand, as far as they would go. 

The collection was a fine one; but, owing to a few counterteits being 
left in and catalogued as extremely rare, distrust was cast over the en- 
tire coliection, and, as a natural consequence, valuable stamps were 
knocked down for a mere song. There was only one exception to this 
rule, and this was in the case of the 12 p. Canada—a proof without the 
word specimen; this was run up on Mr. Brown to the amount of $5.50, 
four dollars more than it was worth and $5.15 more than the owner 
paid, as it was marked with a large 35c. on the back. The cataloguing 
was so carelessly performed,thata picture cut from Staffurd Smith & Co’s 
catalogue was advertised as a genuine stamp. We hope that, in cata- 
loguing the remaining portion of the collection, Mr. Kline will look at 
the stamps more carefully. Among the many bargains which were se- 
cured, we may select the following : 

Splendid original set, first issue, Austria, unused, for 35c.; fine, un- 
used, 12 & 18. Bavarian envelopes at $1 & 1.55 each. Exceedingly fine, 
unused set ot 1849, Belgium, 80c. each. ‘The first issue Bergedort were 
counterfeits, and were sold among the rubbish at the last. Set Ionian 
Isles, $1.05. A splendid original unused set of first issue Natal was 
sold for $21.50, less than half their value; a shilling, New Brunswick, 
for $6.00, aud many others. The total amount realized was only about 
two hundred and fifty dollars, one-sixth of its vaiue. 

Our publishers are cataloguing a fine collection for public auction; it 
will be sold early in June, and catalogues will be given to all sub- 
scribers with next number of the Journal.

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Provisional Proprietaries. 


We have been requested to give a list of the various proprietary 
stamps which have lately been furnished by the government on pink 
paper, but as there is no way of obtaining an official account of the 
various stamps issued, we cannot lay any claim to completeness. A few 
words concerning the causes which led to their issue may be interest- 
ing to some of our readers. Nearly twelve months ago the government. 
ran short ot the fiber paper which had been employed for several years 
as an additional security against counterfeiting, and not wishing 10 
print on ordinary white paper used some which had been made for cigar 
stamps. The appearance of the stamps causing dissatisfaction among 
the “big medicine” men, (who buave to pay the cost of printing, &.,) the 
department had 10 return to white paper without the fiber, whether they 
will continue to use this or get a new stock of the patent paper remains 
to be seen, but in any case they cannot fail to become quite rare in 
a short time, as it is not likely that more than one edition of any one 
kind was worked off.

Unitep Srates or Cotompia, Panama.—By the kindness of Mr. 
Denis, we are enabled to lay before our readers a description of a series 
of postage stamps which will shortly be issued by the State of Pana- 
ma. The design consists of a view of the isthmus in an oval frame, 
inscribed ESTADO SOBERANO DE PANAMA, condor above having a scroll 
inscribed ESTADOS UNIDOS DE COLOMBIA, below value in words, natio- 
nal arms in each corner. The colors and values are as follows: 

5 centavos, green. 20 centavos, red. 
10 " blue. 50 sas yellow. 

The size of the low value are 24x2 centimeters, the 5Uc. is 3x 
23 centimeters. 


Spain.—We annex an engraving of the design of the new issue of 
Spanish stamps, the values that are well printed look

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Review of Philatelic Publications. 


The Postage Stamp Catalogue, Profusely Illustrated. Thirty-fifth edit- 
ion, New York, Scorr & Company. 


Having had the pleasure of reviewing this catalogue so often, there 
is but little new left for us to say about it, except that it is now fully 
brought up to date, with prices altered and lowered in many cases. A 
number of new types have been added, some of them of considerable 
value, as for instance the cuts of the early Mauritius. This edition is 
printed upon white paper of fine quality, which we think is much 
preferable to the green used in the last issue. Hoping we may speed- 
ily welcome its successor, we turn to the next on our table. 


Postage Stamp Portraits of the Rulers of the World. New York, Scorr 
& Company. 


A new edition of the photographs of the rulers is something which has 
long been hoped for by a large number of collectors, and nothing but the 
very great difficulty of obtaining original pictures of the “‘Rulers ofthe 
World” has delayed its appearance so long, and when it is considered 
that the above splendid sheet of miniature photographs has been ob- 
tained only by years of patient search, it will, we are sure, be appre- 
ciated by collectors. The portrait of the Micado of Japan is taken 
from the only photograph fiom life to be found outside of Japan, 
which is accounted for by the statement that they are not allowed to 
be taken out of the country. Each likeness is enclosed in a neat 
frame and the whole grouped together, so that they make a handsome 
and interesting picture for framing, they can be had mounted on 
card for that purpose. Many new portraits have been added, so that 
they now number 56 likenesses. If the portraits of the rulers of Ser- 
via, Sandwich Islands and Saxony could be bettered, the sheet would 
be perfect. We hope to see them improved should a new edition be 
called for. 





Advance sheets of another new work lay before us, but what its 
name will be, we have no means of knowing; it is a postage stamp 
album printed on separate sheets of card, and will be sold only by 
subscription, the plan which operated so successfully with Mr. Cos- 
ter’s book. 

The design of the pages is very similar to the celebrated Common 
Sense Album, but spaces are provided for perforated and unperfora- 
ted stamps, and the more marked varieties of color. The size of the 
sheets are 134x11 inches, thir leaves a margin of 24 inches round the 
stamps. There are two styles and several varieties, as follows: sin- 
gle sheets of plain or tinted cards, and cards with an outer border 
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raised the thickness of a card to protect the stamps from being rubbed, 
this raised frame can be made a different color to the centre piece 
which receives the stamps; some are decorated with an outer gold 
frame, gilt edges, and the purchasers monogram in gold on each page; 
but as the book will only be made to order, all these matters can be 
arranged to suit the ideas of each collector. The book will never be 
on sale or to be had through the book-sellers, but agents will, we be- 
lieve be appointed in some of the principal cities, The book will con- 
tain about 200 pages, and will sell at from seven to fifteen cents per 
age. 

The advantages of this style of album, has long been recognized by 
all principal collectors, except those few whose enormous number of 
varieties and proofs has enabled them to fill a volume with each the 
most prolific countries. The cards being unbound, and always pro- 
curable as new issues come out, there will be no difficulties in the way 
of the collection growing, and here let me advise intending purchasers 
to select colors which are likely to remain in the market, for instance, 
among the sample pages, we notice some of a beautiful green tint, but 
we doubt if it would be procurable in ten years from now, hence we 
should not advise its selection. 

The few pages before us are all that can be desired, but there is 
scarcely enough of them for us to examine for errors. Advanced col- 
lectors would do well to examine the pages, if their present albums do 
not meet their requirements.

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Auction Sales, 


An auction, as a means of disposing of a collection of stamps, has at 
last become a firmly established custom in the United States, and now 
on the eve of another great sale it will not be out of place to recall the 
first beginnings of this now popular and equitable mode of turning a 
collection into cash. Collectors are indebted to Mr. J. W. Scott, for 
first conceiving the idea of selling a collection of stamps by auction ; 
the first sale of this nature having been catalogued by him in 1870, 
and sold by Messrs Leavitt, Strebeigh & Co., in Clinton Hall, on the 
28th of May. The collection was a miscellaneous lot of foreign stamps 
the property of a European dealer, (and from the catalogue he must 
have been a small one); the amount realized was $477.04. This was 
succeeded by another sale, on October 3d, which realized rather more. 
The last sale of the year was onthe 19th of December; sales now fol- 
lowed each other in quick succession, and in November, 1872, was 
sold the magnificent collection of Mr. Schoen, which occupied four 
nights. After introducing this system in the United States, Mr. Scott 
took his private collection to England, and there selected out sufficient 
to make one day’s sale; this was divided into 275 lots, and realized 
£252,17.6, or over $1,200, a fair price for the stamps sold: although 
another collection of stamps was catalogued for sale in England, the 
sale never came off. Here, however, there has been plenty of imita- 
tions, but, probably through not having the necessary facilities, 
none except Scott & Company have been intrusted with a second sale. 
The next Auction will take place on the 21st of October, when two 
collections are to be disposed of, these contain some very scarce 
stamps which will no doubt bring good prices; while however rare 
stamps are generally in demand, the more ordinary varieties are al- 
ways to be got at sales at very reasonable prices, which allow those 
least able to pay high prices to fill up their collections at small cost. 


Clippings. 


Way Cusan stamps were used in St. Domingo. A query respecting 
the reason why the Cuban stamps of 1857 were used in this republic 
in 1862, is solved by the fact that St. Domingo belonged to Spain at 
that time, and consequently made employment of her colonial issues. 
The then mother country, finding that le jeu ne’n valiat pac uta sall- 
delle, soon afterwards withdrew from the island.—Philatelist.

In looking over a collection of stamps an observing person cannot 
help noticing the various modes by which the stamps on a sheet are 
separated one from another, and although we do not advocate the eol- 
lection of every variety of perforation to be found on any given stamp, 
still a knowledge of the different styles employed is both interesting 
and instructive, being in many cases the readiest means of detecting 
reprints and counterfeits. Some of Patroni’s imitations of the stamps 
of British Guiana are excellent copies of the originals as far as the 
engraving goes,and very difficult to detect without careful comparison, 
but one glance at the perforation condemns them immediately, the 
holes being at irregular intervals, this is owing to the way the per- 
foration is performed, the rows of holes in the genuine are made by 
little pins set in an iron cylinder and are always the same distance 
from each other, whereas in the counterfeits, although the holes are 
well made (that is clean cut) the distance from one to another varies, 
this is owing to the fact that they were perforated by an ingenious 
adaptation of a sewing machine by the forger, we retrain from des- 
cribing the contrivance because notwithstanding its defects it is the 
best device yet contrived for imitating the genuine perforation. 

There are eight principal ways by which stamps are seperated from 
one another, (leaving out the barbarious one of tearing the stamps out 
which by the way has destroyed many a valuable stamp before the era 
of perforation.) 

First.—Where the stamps are issued in sheets without any provision 
being made for their separation this is called UNperrorarep and is the 
condition in which the first stamps ever made (England 1840) were 
issued. The first stamps issued by the U. S. government for use in 
this city 1842, were cut apart by the knife or scissors, and put up in 
little card boxes containing 100 single stamps. 

Seconp.—Where the stamps on a sheet are divided by rows of holes, 
this is known as PERFoRATED. ‘The holes are of various sizes, those 
employed on the earliest English penny stamps being the smallest, 
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while the Susse perforation on the French 1860 issue are the largest. 
A knowledge of the sizes of the holes made in perforating will often 
save a collector from buying reprints, for instance the perforation of 
. the 1851 issue U. S. is eight holes in ten millimeters (the scale used for 
_ measuring the perforations in stamps) while the reprints of these 
stamps only show six holes in the same space. . 

Tuirp.—Where the divisions is made by rows of holes similar to 
that made by running a pin through the paper, this is termed 1InDENT- 
ED, that is round holes made in the paper, whereas in perforation a 
circular piece of paper is taken out ot each hole,* an example of this 
is the first issue of Portuguese Indies. Most of the common counter- 
feits are divided by this method. 

Fourta.—The next style is ROULETTED, in this the stamps are se- 
parated by means of short slits cut in the paper varying in length in 
different issues. Many of the German States show examples of this 
style. There are two well defined varieties one having the edges of the 
cuts colored the same as the stamps, probably owing to the rouletting 
and printing being done at the same time. 

Firta.—May be termed penratep being formed by a row of point- 
ed cuts, as shown in the diagram. This style is found on the issue of 
La Guaira. 

Sixtn.—This is little more than a variety of, the preceding, the 
points being slanting it is called srRrRarep. Some of the Bremen 
stamps are thus divided. 

Seventu.—This noticeable way of separating the stamps is only 
used on some of the Finland stamps, large in the regular issues, and 
small on those for Helsingfors, it is called seRPENTINE. 

Eieutu and last, is a modified type of the seventh and is termed 
SCOLLOPED. ‘The last issue of Brunswick being an example. 

*NoTEe.—In many cases the novice may experience some difficulty to determine 
to which of these styles of perforation his stamps belong. The holes being mostly filled 
up, this is owing to the face of the small punches which cut the hole, being worn on the 
edges, thus preventing them from making a clean cut. Old amateurs are always care- 


ful to select well perforated stamps, giving them preferance over those that may be less 
defaced by the post, if imperfect in this important detail.

The Last Auction Sale. 


Again the spacious rooms of the Messrs. Leavitt were filled with 
a large assembly of mature stamp collectors eager to compete for the 
various lots of stamps which were to be sold to the highest bidder. 
It would be well for many who think stamp collecting a childish pass- 
time to attend one of these sales and notice the class of people who 
buy, and who are in fact the support of the stamp business through- 
out the country; among the company were lawyers by the dozen, with 
nearly as many doctors and clergymen, among the latter are many 
who is well known throughout the entire country, Wall street brokers, 
business men, and half a dozen boys make up the remainder who were

A proof of the celebrated 300 reis Brazil, head emperor in 
two colors sold for $2.10. Lot 84, 10 c. brown 1867 issue, Bolivia brought 
$10 while a used copy of the 5c. violet of the same issue sold for 
$13.50. Lot 87, the 11 stars 500 c. black, went for almost half its 
value. The 180 Italic figure Brazil, $2.50. Lot 152 1 perny, 1850, 
Mauritius, $1.60. Two pence, same issue, $5.75, a very high price. 
Lot 185 5 c. orange, 1855, Philippine Islands, $6.50. 10 c. rose, same 
issue, $4.10, and the 1 real blue, $6.00. Lot 193 Set first issue, Portu- 
guese Indies, $3.38, very cheap Lot 218 print issue, 10 reales green, 
1850 issue, Spain, $400. Lot 242, Set St. Lucia, 36 cents. The last 
lot which is described as a Good collection of 1950, stamps, (without 
counting locals of which there are over 350) and including many rare 
stamps, such as U. S. envelopes uncancelled of over $6.00 face value.

Nore.—Stamps of the first design were chronicled in the magazines as being pre, 
pared in Paris in 1865, but when they actually went into use it is impossible to say- 
one was presented to the writer in 1872 (which was direct from the Shuh’s household) 
with the information that they were then in use. In 1876 the altered type made its 
appearance on letters. The demand on the postmaster for the old series probably in- 
duced him to reprint from an unaltered piece of the original plate to supply collectors, 
in fact, we were given to understand from our Teheran correspondent that we could 
be supplied with any value in any color we desired, provided we ordered in sufficient 
quantities.

Norway, Panama and Qurenstanp.—Above we give engravings of 
two stamps which have already been noted in these pages, the Panama 
as far back as the July number while that of Norway was only 
chronicled last month. The last cut represents a design fur a series

Edward L. Pemberton. 


This distinguished Philatelical writer died on the 17th December, 
of typhoid fever after a short illness. His name was well known among 
stamp collectors throughout the world, and his loss will be felt by every 
lover of the science. 

Particulars of his life are unknown to us, except that he was born 
in this city about thirty-five years ago of English parents, and went 
to England when four years of age, where he remained to his death. 
Mr. Pemberton was one of the first to take up the pen to advocate 
the scietific collection of stamps and did much to establish that excel- 
lent paper, ‘‘ The Stamp Collector’s Magazine.” Seven years ago he 
started ‘‘ The Philatelical Journal,” a monthly paper, which was dis- 
continued at the end of a year. In 1874, he published The Stamp Col- 
lector’s Hand Book, which met with a good reception at the hands of 
collectors, he had just completed a new and revised edition at the 
time of his death, 


Auction Notes. 


Auction sales are constantly increasing in public favor, and it be- 
gins to look as if the large dealers will soon find their occupation 
gone, like poor Othelo, but it is to be hoped that they will not follow his 
melancholy example, at least till all the little boys who can’t attend 
auctions have been supplied with their penny stamps. ‘Two sales are 
announced by our publishers, one on the 27th January, and the other 
on the 17th February, while two more collections are in their hands 
waiting to be catalogued, but however many albums are offered there 
are always plenty of buyers at remunerative rates, while the notice 
given to these sales in the public press calls general attention to the 
pleasures of stamp collecting and daily adds new votaries to its 
shrine.

Clippings. 

The historian, Prescott, quotes a legend, to the effect that the Mex- 
icans originally came from North America, and the original immi- 
grants, after many wanderings, came to the south-western borders of 
the principal lake in the year 1825 They there beheld, preached on 
the stem of a prickly pear, which shot out from the crevice of a rock 
that was washed by the waves, a royal eagle with a serpent in his 
talons, and his broad wings open to the rising sun. ‘They hailed the 
auspicious Omen, announced by an oracle as indicating the site of the 
future city since known as Mexico, and laid its foundations by sinking 
piles in the shallows. This tradition is commemorated by the device 
of the eagle and cactus, represeuted on the stamps, and which forms 
the national arms. 
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Personal Matters, 


Many of our readers have been anxiously expecting this number of 
the Journat, for, although we regret to confess that we have never 
been very punctual, this number has been far in arrears of our usual 
days of grace, this is owing to our printing office having been 
destroyed by fire, which necessitated the re-writing of several works 
nearly ready for issuing, this large amount of work which had to be 
done over, has delayed everything, and somewhat mixed them, so that 
three auction catalogues come out together, the January JourNnaL 
a before the one which should have been out in December, 
although we have succeeded in getting some few of the more import- 
ant papers out of the way some still remain, among them the album 
pages which should accompany this number, at this writing we 
scarcely hope to have them in time; however, our subscribers can 
rest assured that they will get them directly they are issued. 

In the January number of the Journat a great change will be 
noticed, first the size has been doubled while its period of publication 
has been changed from once a month, to four times a year, again no 
stamps or album pages will be given away with it,-but the Journat 
itself will be sent free to some thousands of collectors monthly. 
Various considerations have influenced our publishers in miking these 
changes, the principle one, we believe, being that the amount of time 
expended on it could be used to better advantage, for we scarcely 
need tell our readers that it never paid for the time given to it. It 
returned to its publishers more than the money actually expended for 
paper and printing, but this formed but a small part of the monthly 
expense. In its new form a gentlemen has been found who could 
spare the little time necessary to edit it, and our publishers will gladly 
forego the thousand dollars received from the subscribers and send it 
free to their old friends. This arrangement is only for 1879 and as 
the Journat in its twelve volumes has changed its style several times 
jrom monthly to weekly and from that to monthly, then is- 
sued every fortnight, back again to monthly, it is more than probable 
that 1850 will see it changed again, in fact, there is only one thing 
certain about it, and that is that it will never be discontinued. 

The “ Revised List of Postage Stamps” will be rapidly pushed to 
completion when it will be published in book form, and will doubtless 
be welcomed by every philatelist in the country.
